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British Columbia in Scoiiaiuh 

Prom time to tinio we have given extracts 
from English papers relative to matters al- 
fectiDg this Colony. By tbe subjoined leud 
ing article, which wo take from the Dundee 
(Scotland) Advertiser, it will ba seen this 
Oalony is likewise, attracting tlio notico of our 
Scottish brethren. The writer is r rotty well 
• posted.' 

The political history of tie Colony of Brit- 
ish Columbia— now including Vancouver's 
Island— hn» seldom been freo from ngitatins! 
topics, of lilile interest to the rest of ibe wtirld 
but often of atiaorbioi? importance to ilio col- 
onists thomEelves. Up till l£>0'4 British Co- 
lumbia and Vancouver Island, jilllimi^li sep- 
arate Coloniei", ware under o_ amor, 
and the official stuff, comprising two uiatinet 
eels— ono lor each Colony — had Ibeir head- 
quarters in Victoria, with tho exception of 
the Customs' Department. This was located 
in New Westminster, occasioned by the dif- 
ferent method of taxation adopted by the two 
Colonies — Victoria being a Free Port, the 
revenue wus entire'y obtained by direct lax 
aiioD, whilst iu tho sister Colony I be Cuj- 
toms contributed tho greater part of the rev 
enue- On the expiry of Sir James Douglas^ 
Governorship in that year, the Colonies got 
each a Governor, and wore beside saddled 
with a good many extra officials, although 
tho whole white population of both did not 
reach that of a soveuth-rato Scottish town. 
The divorce was warmly welcomed by the 
mtinland oolouiats, for their griovnnces, real 
and imaginary — and they had both — were 
all laid to tho door of tho inland iullieuco. 
Before long however, the reuctiou set in 
strongly, and ibe Colonists found themselves 
in a worse plight than tho lub'od frogs that 
bad petitioned Jupiter for a king. Tho pre- 
sent Administration combines the qualities 
of Ibe two kings successively given to the 
reptiles. The Li g symboliz \t thedo-noth 
i Qg-for-the-piiblic good policv, and tha Snako 
tbo fatal effect of impnvarishing and dis- 
couraging! the colonists by keeping a Ion? 
and heavy civil lis 1 , totally disproportions! 
lo the wants of tho Colony. Tho depression 
on the mainland also affected Victoria, the 
portofeupply lor both Colonies; whilo sha 
ioo, bad her own sharo of the same trouble — 
12, too expensive government. 

The evil was so deeply felt that the Legis- 
lative Assembly of Vancouver Island— a 
representative body— dealt its own coup de 
grace in petitioning the Imperial Government 
for unconditional union with British Colum- 
bia. That the union of these two Color ids 
was necessary lor economic reasons is clear, 
but it is much to be regretted that the mai- 
ler was so hastily and rashly gone about, 
without even a stipulation for representative 
government, which the united Colony does 
not possess lo this day. The. result of tho 
petition was that two years ago the two 
Colonies were declared one, by the name 0! 
British Columbia | and, aa Vancouver Island 
was, it may be said, annexed to British CoN 
umbia, the capital of the latlcr— New West- 
minster— remained the capital of tho united 
Colony. Tl.e 'capital question' since tie n 
has been b constant source of jealousy and 
irritation. The local effect in tho iwo rival 
towns, of course, was to disturb and depreci- 
ate the value of property. But the evil went 
farther, lor the press in each town constantly 
indulged in abuse of its rival— misrepres ml- 
ing the natural advantages, climate, 1 arber- 
Bge, trade, end facilities; and the worst if 
il'waa that these statements, oifcutallog be- 
yond tho Colony, give lo those not better in- 
formed the erroneous impression tin t neither 
plaue was desirable a.: a home for unending 
emigrants. In opening tho first Legislative 
Council of the United Colony Governor Sey- 
mour alluded to this vexed question in te. ma 
which n owed that up to wilbin a few hours 
of addressing them he was not aware it was 
of importance, whereas, in (act, the question 
had been agitating the whole depfiudtlloy lor 
six months. In bis dispatch to the Colonial 
Office, however, he put the rival claims very 
fairly, admitting that Victoria hud many ad 
vnnluges in a business point ol vii w. But, 
singular to suy, ho preferred Now Westmin- 
ster to Victoria. The reason was remarkable. 
Victoria had already a Government llou^e, 
which cost i 90'JO; Westminster had only o, 
cottage doing duty as such. 11 a c mark iho 
Governor's grounds of preference. Of the 
Victoria hou-e he says — 'The wulls have tto 
papor to hide the cracks, . . \ and there 
is no water on the ground in summer." Of 
'iho lovely cottage' in iSew Westminster — 'lr 
is a modest English bouse, nicoly lurnisbed, 
nod abundantly sup pied with water.' The 
commercial advantages ol New Westminster, 
considered ns a capital town, by Hie G iver- 
nor's own showing, are conspicuous by their 
absence, whilo ttiose o! Victoria ore us con- 
spicuously admitted. But it appeals tliut ibe 
GovernmoDt Houso at Victoria has 'no paper 
on the walls.' Fatal luot 1— so weigi ty, in 
this lastidious Governors buliof, lhaV. it is 
almost enough in itself to turn the sc«l6, and 
place the capital of this valuable British 
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Colony in New Westminster — where there 
is no money, do business, no trade, no any- 
thing in fact", but 'a lovely cottagu'— which 
Govsmor Seymour would like to turn into 
tho Government House! Alter His Excel- 
lency's own statement, showing such a con« 
niderublo balance on the public grounds in 
favor of Victoria, it is pitiful to see the 
twaddle about his own selfish preferences, 
as if the Colony bad been specially founded 
for his convenience, instead of his being sent 
to govern for the good of tho Colony. 
Burus's cooplnt still holds guod — 

"II tclf tli<! wavering balauco shako, 
It's rarolywoll tdjuttod." 
Tho feeling ol the Colony, however, was too 
strong to tie withstood, and the correspond- 
ence lately presented to Parliament on the 
'j subject closes with a oopy of a dispatch from 
/the Duko of Buck i ogham to Governor Sey- 
mour, acknowledging receipt of a copy of 
•tbo Proclamation by which Victoria was de- 
clared the capital ut iho United Colony on 
ibe 25lh of May last. 

We conrratnlaie the Colony on this solution 
of an agitating topic, Bat thero remaius a 
much more important matter, which cannot 
bo allowed to rest till it is satisfactorily 
aot'led — tho necessity for a Houso of Repre- 
sentatives controlling the finances. At 
present there is only a Legislative Council, 
and the ollioial element overrides tbo at- 
tempts (I the popular members, who are in 
a minority, when directed to tho very neees. 
Bary reduction of the Civil List. As now 
constituted the Council is a burlesque. The 
elected members are unable to do morn than 
record ttieir opinions, and have the mortifi- 
cation ol seeing their unanimous votes 
swamped by the official members voting as 
they aro told by Ueir obi»f. Wo by no 
means, -however, attribute to rxtruvagunl 
Government expenditure— though thero has 
been too much of ihot — all tbo bad effects 
which huvu been seen in the Colony. Other 
and important causes have been at work — 
such as ovoi trading, Tho mormons weight 
of luxation, liowuvtr, intensifies and londs 
lo perpetuate the depression, which hag ex- 
isted lor some time, but which, wo hops, 
will speedily disappear. What tho Colony 
ol Brilich Columbia needs is Dot an expen- 
sive set of officials, hut public works, roads 
ami facilities lor the development of its re- 
soufces. In the matter of education tho 
Colony has seen turns voted an;l never paid — 
for wont of money in iho Treaaury — while 
the Uaohers ol tho public sobools have boon 
nearly two years without salary, supported 
by benefits in the theatre aud concerts. But 
such is tho appreciation of tho necessities ol 
the CoiOiiy shown by ihe Givoruor, thai he 
asks a grant for the purpose of adding a 
billiard-room to his hoos» ! It is high time 
the people had the control of the finances.

ing station for floods from San Fran* 
cieco dostined fur the Cariboo mailtot. 
To reduce an important commercial 
centre of British Colonial trade !o tho 
position of a third or fourth-rate 
town and compel it to pay tribute to 
tho wealth and greatness of a foreign 
city nearly one thousand miles distnnt, 
would bo a calamity so ruinous In its 
oil'ecta that — sinking national pride 
entirely — every cilort should bo put 
forth by those who have il in llieij 1 
power to avert it. Ainou^' several 
projects lately broached as a preventa- 
tive of tho evil which seriously 
threatens to overwhelm our commer- 
cial iutorcstF, is one to revive unre- 
stricted Free Trade — to throw open 
the ports of ithe Island to the admit- 
tance of goods and products from 
abroad duty free; and to meet the 
deficiency thereby caused in tho rev- 
onuo by the imposition of direct taxes 
on tho Island, and tho collection of 
customs' duties on the Mainland upon 
all goods brought from tho Island (r 
abroad fi r consumption tin re, To 
Free Trado as nn abstract principle wo 
have always etood committed. It 
stimulates and fosters oommorco; 
secures low priics for the pooroi 
classos of a country, and casts tho 
burthen of taxation on tho shoulders 
of thoso best alio to hear it — therioh. 
But in our present condition the 
adoption of a commercial system based 
upon unrostrictjd Froo Trude would 
be as great a mistake as tho imposi- 
tion of an indiscriminate Tariff up i) 
imported goods has proved ; and 
would bo fraught with almost u> great 
injury to tho productive classe-, and 
especially to Ihu agricultural interest, 
as tho Tariff threatens to it flio ! . upon 
tho commercial interests of I ho Col- 
ony by diverting from its natural 
channel the trndo that legitimately 
b3long6 to Victoria. Now, there are 
many articles of daily use and con- 
sumption in tho Colony produced 
within its limits which we would 
unquestionably protect with a Tariff. 
Without .Reciprocity we would re- 
tain tho duties on farm products 
because tho Tariff has conlor- 
ed great bontfits on tho farmer, 
Witli Heoiprocity the caso would he 
widely different. We could afford to 
open our markets to American [ ro- 
duco, since we could then moitour 
neighbors and in some things heat 
them in their own markets. On flour, 
tho Tariff should bo i educed nt least 75 
cents per barrel. At the present ruto 
of duty tbo poor miin'a loul is taxed 
heavily, and ihn miller receives more 
nrotcction than he can reasonably aak 
or expect. We would not interfero 
with oi trammel tho manufacturer From 
clothing, diy goods, boots and shoos 
and groceries, and from articles gen- 
erally which aro not or cannot bo pro- 
duced in the Colony, the Tariff should 
bo stricken entirely , for it. must ho 
apparent to the mc ousual observer 
that tho cbmracroiftl prosperity — in- 
deed; tho very existence of tho place 
asa'poa of supply— is endangered 
by the resent policy, lint tho | rep- 
osition to otcato.a revenue by direct 
tnxa'ioti on the- Island and indirect 
taxation on tho Mainland is open to 
serious olj otion, because of ihoiin> 
omaly of a system which would create 
two widely different modes of collect- 
ing a revenue in ouo Colony, and tend 
to" confusion and fraud ; and be- 
cause it would croato two centres of 
trndo, whore one would sutBco, by 
divid ; ng tho trnliic so ua to make it 
valueless to either of iiu recipients. 
The system of luxation should bo sim- 
ilar in both sections Wo nio swaro 
that tbo proposition to restore Fro* 
Trado to goods of tho description 
named will moot with opposition from 
oHicin! members of the Council, on tho 
plea tl^at tbo revenue of tho Col- 
ony ucpruing from direct, taxation 
would bo insufficient to meet tho 
oxpenso of Government; and in offering 
this plea they will furnish the strongest

Copt Stamp, 
who was enthusiastically elected Grsi Presi 
deut of the Institution, has kiudly nIFerod lo 
lit op a room, to be used as u Library and 
Reading Room. Iodeed everyone from the 
Captain downwards eoe".s determined to 
make it an affair worthy of a prominent 
place among the institutions of tho Colony. 
'Tia intended that when once we shall have 
gol fairly under way. lo atari weekly readings, 
to be varied by ocoasior.nl essays &e, and 
from tho amount of known talent possessed 
by maoy ol our members, there can bu no 
doubt these will contribute much to tbe 
general success of the lost! tile,

tho aspect of sOaits. At Slump's Mill the 
new wharl has so fur progres-od that ships 
can loud thereat, ami thn water lank — in- 
tended to supply the boilers with fresh 
water during the winter — which, when finish- 
ed, will be the largoat adair of tti"9 kind io 
the country,' is rapidly approaobiog comple- 
tion.

In tlio cotirso of nn address nt Shef- 
fin'd, rn tho ovenincf of tho lDtb, by 
Hon Mr K>obuoIc, M P. 

Mr Wilmotsuid ho wished lo put a 
qnos'ion.of groat iinportunco, not only 
to Sheffield, but to tho community at 
Inr^o. Ho should liko to) nsk Mr Roe- 
buck if ho did not u.so his utmost on- 
doavorfl in t li 3 American conflict to 
bring about n war between thi* coun- 
try and the United States (confusion), 
in order to promote tho slaveholders' 
rebellion. (Clnora ) 

Mr Roebuck— Sir, it you will allow 
me, I will go through that maltorcom 
plotoly. Tho American rebellion 
broke out, and all I dit' was— aud I 
had tho Biitia'ion ol an large a moot- 
ing in Sheffield Ichqora) as ever was 
mot together— all ! ankod was i hat wo 
should ackoowlcdgo the Southern 
States as sovereign and independent 
States. ('Hear, hour' and cheers.) 
Now i will tell you distinct!)" — I will 
make a clean breast of it, and y< i>. 
cannot mistake ire. My belief ia that 
tho Amerioan people by-and-by will 
bo bo numerous tba" they will bo all- 
poworlul among mankind. I have 
over found — 1 beg you to listen and

M.y object was to prevent the 
Unitod States from having that im- 
mense uncontrolled powor, and Isaid,

tho gontlomaq mnkoa a mistake. 
'Here is an opoytunity j acknowledge 
those Suites, just as America acknowl- 
edged Hungary when she was in re- 
bellion ngaiiiHt Austria; wo have tho 
aanotiori ol American example; admit- 
ting tho ezUtonce of tboso States.' 
The moment tin t acknowledgment 
had conio, away would bavo gono tho 
blockade of the Bboroa ol Amorioa. 
There would have been an end to tho 
American civil war. very much I bo- 
lievo to tbo benelit of the soparate 
States thomselvesj and it that had 
boon done 1 believe t at mankind 
would bavo received an immenso ben- 
elit. tiontlonicn, if you will permit 
ii.o I will toll you a story.

merit on. The moment i got into the 
room — he was standing wiitiugat his 
dock, as bo always did — ho turned 
round and nut out, his hands and said 
-w'Tioobuok, Koebuclj, what a develish 
good speech you mado in Shuffiold.' 
rjOheera and laughter.) J, said—.' My 
Lord, i am greatly obliged to you, 
ami flattered tor tbo kind praiHo you 
have used about.- my speech 'though — 
it was rather a hard ,one, you know 
(Laughier) — 'I am very uiuoh 
flatterdd.' 'Fiattorod, 1 bo enid, 
— 1 Why 1 1 am entirely of your 
opiuioTl, but I not dare officially say so.' 
'how, that struck mo, accordingly to the 
old woman's phrase, all iu a heap, that a 
niati iu powor should say to mo openly, 



and without disguise, that bo was entirely 
of my opinion und led the people of R''g- 
larjd directly tho opposito way. That, 
6nid I, is modern political morality, 
(laughter.) I did my work with tbo 
gay nnd pleasant old lord, aud bowed my 
way out of bis room. Now,' I want to 
know if that is not a very striking cireum- 
slanco, nnd thnt men should como for* 
ward and say that I did this for the pur- 
pose of creating a wur to aid the slave 
holders of America, — I, who tn my youth 
had douo my utmost to fight the question 
of black slavery throughout the British 
Dominions , who was as horrified as tho 
gentleman opposito e&n be at tho idoa of 
slavery, who have really wept over the 
story of Undo Tom's Cabin— I, who feel, 
all tho misery and nil tho horrors of that 
situation. But i had to look further ; I 
had to look at the poer creatures tlioroBelvcs; 
I had to look at the destinies of mankind; 
and I thought for tho destinies of man- 
kind that we should have taken that op- 
portunity of separating Ihe United States 
And nobody feels this more than they 
who govern the United Stales now. They 
uro surrounded with difficulties ; thoy can- 
not heal the wounds which wero then 
made, and I believe, if they dared to 
speak the truth, they would say thoy 
wero sorry peaco was not mrido upon tho 
terms that 1 proposed. (Lond cheers ) 

Mr Wilniot differed from Mr Roebuck 
as to its being impossible for America to 
bavo declared war with England j und 
asked whether, if ho were again returned 
to Parliament, ho would bo prepared to 
pay the Alabama claims. 

Mr Uoehuck — Certainly not without 
inquiry ; but if upon inquiry it should ho 
found that England is really bound; and 
oup^h t to pay these claims, 1 shall be pre- 
pared to pay them.
